ARE MOSTLY AMERICANS* 


Those who would stir up strife be­ 
tween 
native-born 
Americans and 
those born In Germany seem doomed 
to disappointment, 
Evidences 
have 
not been lacking since President Wil­ 
son severed diplomatic relations with 
the Imperial German government that 
the native born Germans will rally to 
the support of the Stars and Stripes. 
Of course, there are a few venemous 


exceptions. We are waiting with in­ 
terest to 
the comment 
of 
the 
Sutherland cm the severance and we 
have seen several German newspapers 
published in Detroit, Milwaukee and 
Chicago which openly charge the pres­ 
ident with being actuated by a desire 
to bolster up the cause of the Eng­ 
lish. 
Forlunately for the future wel­ 
fare of these editors themselves they 
are few in number. Their attitude is 
that of * wayfarer who having sought 
the protection’ of a hospitable home by 
the road on a winter’s night, begins to 
revile th« beat! of the house, a mani­ 
fest to o n «latency. 
Should the ^ p erial German gov­ 
ernment, in violation of her solemn 
pledge given after the Sussex was 
sunk, carry out her latest declaration 
and sink an American ship which had 
erased into the prohibited zone, tt 
would H* « virtual act of war. Witbin 
twenty-four hours after the commis­ 
sion of such an act a declaration of 
war would be flashed from Washing­ 
ton to Berlin 
and our 
government 
would begin to moboiize her army and 
navy. 
It is the Daily’s belief that 
scores of German regiments could be 
raised In the northwest and middle 
west within a few hours after the dec­ 
laration of war to fight their former 
fatherland. And we do not believe the 
country would be harrassed by fana­ 
tics any more than were the colonies 
hampered by tories when they sought 
to loose themselves from the yoke of 
English oppression.

Facing this grave crisis with the Teutonic powers, the people of the 
United States find themselves today with scarcely more military and naval 
force than before the great war started. 
There has been much talk of preparedness hut little has been done. 
Uarge sums have been appropriated by congress, but the results of their 
expenditures remain to be seen 
, 
Of the two the army and the navy—the latter is by far the more 
formidable when compared with the armed forces of the 
other 
great 
powei s. 
According to the latest records, the American 
nary 
totals 
1.097,502 
tons displacement, taking into account both ships built and building. 
This tonnage compares with the following for the great powers Oh 
July 1. 1914, or almost three years ago; 
Greaf B ritain, 2,713,750; Germany. 1,304.640. France, 899,915; Japan, 
699,916; KuHRia, 701,263; Italy 407,815 and A u stria-H u n g a ry . 372.003. 
In the period since then these great powers, all at 'war. 
have 
In­ 
creased their navies by giant strides. 
They naturally have kept their na 
val developments secret, but it is known, for instance, that In the first 
two years of the war Great Britain launched a new navy fully equal in 
size to the whole of the United States aea fighting forces. 
Exactly how the American navy compares with others today is im­ 
possible for most experts to nay. 
Perhaps a few secret service men in 
the employ of the big fighting governments know, bat If they do they are 
keeping this valuable information for their own nations’ purposes. 
The number of officers and men in the United States navy on July 1. 
1916. was 58,039. 
This compared with pre-war strengths on July 1, 1014, 
of 150,609 officers and men for Great Britain ; Germany.

France, 
63,846; Japan, 85,738; Russia, 52,463; Italy, 39.913, and Austria-ffungary, 
19,531. 
Tt has been stated In newspaper dispatches that the officers and men 
in the British navy now number 350,000 and that a round million workers 
are constantly employed* in Great Britain building new ships of war and 
repairing old ones.

This force is now organized in twenty-two states, the District of Co­ 
lumbia and the territory of Hawaii, and has a total enlistment of 8,517 
men.

THE NEW NAVY. 
Great plans for naval expansion were included in the naval act ap­ 
proved August 29 of/last year. 
These had just begun to be carried out 
when Germany a few days ago sent her declaration that she repudiated 
all her submarine pledges to the United States. 
In addition, the pibs- 
ent congress now has under consideration a bill which would- expand 
last veai'» program slightiy. 
The act of last year authorizes the president, who is titular command- 
er-ln-chief of both the army and the navy, to start construction 
before 
July 1, 1919, on 157 vessels of various types.
